This rate structure helps to cover the basic cost of 
handling the minimum number of QSL cards in a package while actually offering a price 
reduction for sending a half pound of cards (approx- imately 75 cards) which previously 
cost $6.00. The new rates will go into effect on March 1, 2001. The last Outgoing QSL 
Service fee increase was in January 1999."
